The Russians chose the worst 
weather of the season, depending per¬ 
haps upon thW familiarity with a snowy 
country to aid fhem in their operation*. 

TOieir artillery attacks on the Japan¬ 
ese permanent line, were, it is thooght, 
a demonstration to prevent the with¬ 
drawal of forces for the purpose of rein¬ 
forcing the Japanese left.

OPENED BY RUSSIANS. 


BY ADVANCE GUARD.

Subfangtai, sixty versts southwest of 
Mukden, Jan. 28, via Pekin. Jan. 29.— 
A battle commenced at daylight on 
January 25th. The right flank, reiiv- 
forced by the troops from the east, began 
a movement againet the Japanese left. 
.One corps leaving Subfangtai at mid¬ 
night, Janaary 24th, marched about 
seven miles southwest, and af daylight 
attacked. The infantry, backed up by 
Artillery drove the Japanese from two 
villages at midday, after a sharp fight, 
and continued to make progress, the res* 
of the right flank becoming engaged. The 
Russian artillery fire was heavy, but the 
Japanese remained almost silent. 

Tbe captured villages presented a 
warlike picture with Japanese and Rus¬ 
sian deed l^ng side by side In. the 
streets. 

The Russian infantry kept under cover 
of tho walls and houses to protect them¬ 
selves from tha Japanese fire (from ad¬ 
joining villages. The comvtYy is flat and 
| thickly populated, and the villages are 
large and rich in foodstuffs. 

It is snowing and bitterly cold, and the 
troops eagerl seek the protection of the 
villages, which, in this district, have 
©scaped dstrueflon. 

On January 2flth there was a heavy 
fire alo .g the right flank front, and an 
ndvac^e waa made. The wind at >th© 
Russians’ back drove the snqw into the 
faces of the Japanese, and if was very 
difficult to see any distance. One 
Siberian rifle regiment suffered some¬ 
what heavy looses.

there are prospects of a very rapid 
growth. Our citizens who favor negoti¬ 
ations with the company with a view to 
the selection of this point os the principal 
terminal station of its line are not by any 
means pursuing a shadow. The stretch 
of water between Vancouver Island and 
the Mainland is not the formidable ob¬ 
stacles to railway connection that at one 
time it appeared to be. In proof of 
which proposition we submit the follow¬ 
ing‘from the Scientific American: Sanc¬ 
tion is being sought in the next session 
of the British parliament for the in¬ 
auguration of a cross-channel railroad 
ferry between Dover on the English and 
Calais on the French coast. The pos¬ 
sibility of such a scheme has been raised 
several times, and on the last occasion 
when the question was brought forward, 
a submersible bridge was projected. This 
idea, however, has been superseded by a 
more practical proposal—the establish¬ 
ment of a system of railroad ferries such 
as are in operation in Denmark, across 
the Carquinez Strait in California, and 
across Lake Michigan. There are sev¬ 
eral difficulties which present themselves 
in connection with the realization of such 
a project. A strong current of from 3 
to 3V-i miles runs between the two oppo¬ 
site coasts nt this the narrowest part of 
the English Channel. There is also a 
rise nud fall in the tide varying from 
15 feet to 20 feet. The landing stages 
at each terminus of the French and Eng¬ 
lish railroads would have to be con¬ 
structed to allow for this great fluctua¬ 
tion, so that the trains might run direct 
on to the ferries at any stage of the 
tide.

from Goblet ream. On the contrary, they 
are not entitled to any water beyoud 
(ten thousand) 10.000 gallons i»er day of 
24 hours. All they get beyond thia is 
the right to use the power which a speci¬ 
fied number of gallons of water (not any¬ 
where near tho capacity* of the water¬ 
shed) falling from a certain height gives 
to them. 

The water, after being used by tho 
Tramway Company at their powerhouse, 
is still the water of the Waterworks 
Company for distribution and sale by 
them, and can still be used for domestic, 
manufacturing, light or power purposes. 

Nor have the Tramway Compaaji the 
exclusive right of renting water from the 
Waterworks Company for the purpose of 
generating electricity. 

They have no anch exclusive right. 

The city or anyone else obtaining 
wafer from the Waterworks Oomjpany | 
have always bad the right to use aucli 
water for power purposes if they chose 
in order to supply themselves or the will- 
zehs with light. 

The Waterworks Company have had. I 
since February, 1899, authority to (jent ] 
water to anyone who chooses to n*£ it j 
for generating electricity or running a 
tramway or any other purpose irrespec¬ 
tive of the Tramway Company. 

The power which nt the present time 
may be generated from that portion of 
the property owned by the Waterworks 
CAmpnny situate in the immediate vicin¬ 
ity of Coldstream Ls fnr in excess of the 
power which tho Tramway Company can 
generate under the provisions of their 
agreement with the Waterworks Com¬ 
pany. and is capable of an immense ex¬ 
pansion many times in excess of its pres¬ 
ent capacity. 

Under the secret bargain it must be 
borne in mind that if any of the many 
“event*" enumerated therein should 
crystallize into something tangible the 
Tramway Company would have n rake- 
off of nearly 50 per cent, and n complete 
monopoly in the bargain. The board of 
aldermen of 1904 had a misconception 
of the respective rights of the Water 
works Company and' the Tramw’ay Com¬ 
pany, but. fortunately for the ratepayers, 
the secret so-called contract is not worth 
the paper it is written on. 

Tlie Tramway Coiupnny’s bhargo* for 
electric light in this city vary from 10 to 
17 cents per K. W. hour (in.other words, 
n rate of $050 to $1,100 per horse power 
per annum), there not being any competi¬ 
tion with water power generated elec¬ 
tricity, while in Seattle the charge, ow¬ 
ing to the competition between electric 
companies, whoa© electricity is generated 
from water power is three cents per K. 
W. hour (in other words, a rate of $196 
per horse power per annum). In refer¬

RAILWAY DEVELOPMENTS. 


Tuere are always two sides to a story, 
particularly when the story emanates 
from Russian sources. Kouropatkln bad 
the Japs beaten to a finish. Kuroki’s 
communications wero cut and his forces 
were being fiercely threatened in their 
winter quarters. Now wo have the other 
side of the tale, and it is tho **ido that 
has never yet failed to tell the truth. It 
is to the effect tha the fortunes of the 
day have us heretofore been with the 
heathen. The path of General Kouro- 
patkin to Tokio, the spot at which terms 
of peace are ovuntaally to be dictated, 
is still blocked. 


The possible purchase of the E. & N. 
Railway by the C. P. B. unfolds to view 
another, phase of the plans of the great 
transcontinental railway corporation 
with respect to Victoria. Whether the 
commercial importance of the city situ¬ 
ated at the gateway to the Orient, the 
great potential resources of Vancouver 
Island in lumber, coal, minerals, fisher¬ 
ies, etc., or the possibility of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific fixing Its principal term¬ 
inus here be tho stimulating factor, there 
are the undoubted facta of the Princess 
Victoria, the fastest and most elaborate¬ 
ly fitted up steamer on the waters of the 
Pacific, of the foundations of the finest 
hotel in Canada with the possible ex¬ 
ceptions of the Chateau Frontenac at 
Qucoec nntl of the King Edward at To¬ 
ronto, of new docks and facilities for 
^nvenlently handling business, and 
finally tbo scheme of purchase of the Isl¬ 
and” railway, as proofs of the gfeat 
change that within a few years has come 
over the spirit of the company with re¬ 
spect to this city. Its views as to the 
future of the place must have undergone 
a wonderful transformation. We are 
aware that all along it has been claimed 
that tho C. P. R. as a company never 
openly manifested its hostility to 
this port. Nevertheless indubitable 
proof of the sentiments of its servants 
could be had on demand. Now that we 
have very substantial evidence qt feelings 
of another character, we believe our citi¬ 
zens will be very willing to let the mat¬ 
ter rest. 

It is just possible that the C. P. R. 
people, wirh the business acumen and 
intelligent foresight for which they are 
famous, have read the signs of the times 
with sufficiently good jndgmept to per¬ 
ceive with tho eye of faith other rail¬ 
ways heading in thia direction, and, with 
the promptitude for which they are also 
famous, have staked the ground out in 
advance. 

There are indications that the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Company are not absolute¬ 
ly committed to Port Simpson as the 
only or even the principal terminus of 
their system. The country In the ex¬ 
treme uorth is full of promise, but that 
region has yet to be proved. The chief 
value of land in tho Peace River dis¬ 
trict, ns in all remote territories, for 
many years must lie in Its capacity for 
Wheat raising. We are therefore not 
surprised to rend in the Edmonton Bul¬ 
letin that the Wapiti Pass, not the Pino 
River Pass, has been receiving the prin¬ 
cipal attentions of the engineers of the 
company. Mr. Going, who is well known 
in this city, during the pest season 
with a party traversed the country from 
Edmonton north to Saskatoon Lake, and 
thence westward through the Wapiti 
Pasa until one of tho brauchea of the 
Fraser River was reached, the disband- 
meut finally taking place at Ashchoft. 
Mr. Going has transmitted his report to 
the officials of the company at Montreal, 
but our Edmonton contemporary reports 
the engineer as expressing complete sat¬ 
isfaction with the route. The Wapiti, it 
appears, though a comparatively small 
stream, flows with torrential impetuosity 
and has cut its way through the Rockies 
so cleanly ncri to such a ffepth that it 
baa cleared an admirable path for the 
locomotive.

and the American roads which £ross the 
mountains farther south.” But the same 
has been said of nearly every pass that 
has been mentioned in connection with 
transcontinental railway route specula¬ 
tions. 

We note the foregoing simply for the

To the Editor:—As one of those who 
inaugurated the Esquininlt Waterwoiks 
Company twenty years ago, and being 1 
in n position tb know the whole truth 
about the relative |x>sitio»8 of the city, 
the Waterworks Company and tho Trnm- 
wny Company, for the information of the 
citizens of Victoria I beg to state: That 
the Waterworks ComjMiny are not par¬ 
ties to the secret bargain made between 
the Mayor and ald. rmeu of 1904 and the 
Tramway Company (patent on the face 
of it), and hove never had and would 
have refused to be iwirty to any secret 
trafficking with anyone affecting their 
own rights or the rights of tho citizens 
of Victoria. 

The Waterworks Company were not 
aware of the secret bargain till After it 
was made, though it was suspected that 
some deal in which they were not repre¬ 
sented w as going on. 

I now have copies of that bargain in 
my possession. 

This bargain has been referred to as 
having been made by the Mayor and 
aldermen of 1904. It was, however, not 
signed by the aldermen, and how far 
each alderman was aware of and assent¬ 
ed to each stipulation remains \o be 
seen. 

Anyone would naturally be startled to 
hear of such a bold coup being attempted 
on the city and would wonder how any 
of the people’s servants could have 1 >ccji 
induced to sign it, were it not that the 
report of the interview with the Mayor 
in Sunday's Colonist shows what scanty 
and misleading information was furnish¬ 
ed tho aldermen as to the actus! posi¬ 
tion of the Tramway Company and the 
Waterworks Company in respect to each 
other. 

The agreement between the Water¬ 
works Company, by virtue of which the 
Tramway Company gets power and 
which nns been iu existence for more 
than seven years, is in writing. It is 
not the fact that that agreement is prac¬ 
tically for the sole benefit of the Tram¬ 
way Company. Very much to the con¬ 
trary. .And the Tramway Compauy 
would.no doubt be glad to get rid of har¬ 
ing to pay anyone for the power with 
which jhey. run the tramway and get rid 
of a probable competitor in the power 
and lighting business. 

Anyone reading the “secret” bargain 
between tho Mayor and aldermen of 
1901 and the Tramway Company can 
see that that bargain, though in part 
closely following the lines of the agree¬ 
ment between the Waterworks Company 
and the Tramway Company, leaves out 
those safeguards which should be in for 
the protection of the city (and which are 
in the tram way-waterworks agreement 
of 1807 protecting fhe Waterworks Com¬ 
pany). and practically gives the Tramway 
Company ns jigninst the city a monopoly 
of all the power to be obtained from 
Coldstream, and at about half the rental 
now being paid by the Tramway Com¬ 
pany to the Waterworks. Company for 
a comparatively small portion of the 
power available, and throws into tKe 
Tramway Company’s hands all the el«c- 
Iric lighting and power for manufactur¬ 
ing from that source within the city of 
Victoria ond surroundings over a radius

PRINCIPLE OF PUBLIC OWNERSHIP. 

Canadian Engineer. 

There le thia great difference In favor of 
municipal ownership: Corruption Is not an 
Incurable dlaoaae; it can be remedied by 
heroic treatment under public ownership 
In a Mingle year, whereas under private 
ownership It may linger for a generation. 
Not only so. but. what Is still more to be 
deplored, a corrupt body of aldermen may 
fasten upon s town or city, under private 
corporate rule, aback lea which a century 
of repentant, watchful effort cannot break. 

The point Is that utilities of a pnbllo 
nature, anch as waterworks, sewerage, 
lighting, telephones, street railways, etc., 
affecting pnbUc health, transportation, and 
communication, should be directly control¬ 
led by the cltlsens whose Interests they 
affect. They aro In their very nature a 
public trnst, and responsibility tor their 
administration ls not at an end because 
they are given Into private hands.

It is the opinion of experts who have examined the locality 
that there will be no difficulty in securing sufficient fish to sup¬ 
ply a large cannery in ary season, and that in seasons of big 
runs the Company will have large quantities of fish to dispose 
of in other ways. 

The Company proposes also to build and operate a can¬ 
nery having a capacity ot 1,500 cases per day. A site has 
been secured on Ksquimalt harbor, convenient to the line of 
the E. & N. Ry., and a few miles from this city. 

The economy of trap-fishing and the saving in the operating 
expenses of the cannery, due to its location iu regard to the 
traps, to shipping facilities'by rail and water, and to this city, 
will enable the Company to place its product on the market at 
less cost than has before been possible in this country. 

The fish will cost less to catch, to deliver to the cannery, to 
pack and to ship to market, than any fish heretofore taken in 
these waters. 

When it is remembered that fish caught immediate’y uoon 
their arrival from the ocean are in better condition for use than 
at any subsequent time, and that the Straits of Fuca fisheries 
are the first visited by the salmon schools on their way to the 
Fraser, it will be seen that the Capital City Company’s product 
will be superior in quality as well as cheap in cost 

The capital of the Company is divided into 6,000 six per 
cent.

Charles Goodcuough, a waitet employ¬ 
ed at the New England hotel, in an 
altercation with a Chinaman at noon to¬ 
day received a blow which may result 
fatally. At the time of going to press it 
was impossible to secure very full par¬ 
ticulars of the circumstances leading up 
to the fracas. 

The first intimation those in the 
restaurant had that anything was wrong 
was the noise of the row. On investiga¬ 
tion Mr. Goodenough was found stretch¬ 
ed upon the kitchen floor In an unconsci¬ 
ous condition with, blood flowing from a 
wound in the skull. Medical assistance 
was immediately summoned, and an ex¬ 
amination disclosed that he was suffering 
from a dangerous fracture. He was re¬ 
moved to the St. Joseph’s hospital with¬ 
out delay. Whether the patient will re- 
l cover depends upon the success of an 
operation if is found necessary to per¬ 
form. 

Dr. Fraser, who was summoBed, i m of 
the opinion* that the blow was delivered 
with some heavy, sharp instrument. It 
might have been a carving-knife; in fact 
that was in an probability what was 
need. Mr. Young says he is as much in 
the dark regarding the details as anyone. 
He says fhat Goodonough and the China¬ 
men have always been on good terms, 
never having had any previous trouble. 

The Chinaman wfio is believed to have 
struck the blow escaped, and up to the 
time of going to press had not been cap¬ 
tured. He is a short, round-faced, good- 
natured looking celestial, and as the 
(police have a good description of him, 
and he is pretty well-known around 
town, his apprehension is only a ques¬ 
tion of a few hours.

Two Hussars rushed 
at him with their swords, inflicting severe 
cots across his face and lower lip. Drip¬ 
ping with blood Mucnkan was conveyed 
to the hospital, where he is now doing 
wen. British Consul-General Murray 
had a narrow escape from being similar¬ 
ly ruu down In Wlentbova street. It ap¬ 
pears that the incidents were due to a 
company of Hussars getting drunk and 
I running amuck.” 

The same correspondent describes 
Warsaw as being in a state of complete 
anarchy. 

“Many have been killed or wounded In 
cuarges by the troops and the reckless¬ 
ness of swashbuckling Hussars,” he says. 
‘The only conveyances moving at War¬ 
saw have been military supply cars, am¬ 
bulance wagons for the wounded and 
dead. The great demonstration timed 
for to-day has been postponed.** 
Describing the pillaging of the stores, 
he says: “Many put chalk crosses on 
their doors or lighted lamps in their win¬ 
dows. and thus secured their snfety. The 
rioters paused before the sacred em¬ 
blems. The murmurs of the mob drown¬ 
ed the church bells. In several cases 
soldiers fired oh looting mobs. Hundreds 
of shops were wrecked and several stored 
were bnrned. Probably a few score were 
killed. Tbe ambulances were busy all 
day. There are alarming rumors from 
the country districts. It is rumoredhat 
the town of Briestilovsk is burning.” 

The Daily Mail’s fit. Petersburg cor¬ 
respondent report* that Sir Charles 
llardinge, the British ambassador, has 
asked the Russian government to make 
immediate inquiries into the outrages ou 
the British consul-general and vice con¬ 
sul-general at Warsaw, 

The Daily Telegraph’s 8t. Petersburg 
dispatches given an unconfirmed rumor 
that roughs attacked the British consul¬ 
ate at-Warsaw. No other dispatches 
have reference to the Daily Mail’s story. 

Complications Feared. 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 30.—2.30 p.m.— 
New’ complication between Britain and 
Russia are feared on account of the at¬ 
tack on the British consul and vice cou- 
sul at Warsaw on Saturday night. Com¬ 
ing on the heels of the placards posted 
by Assistant IWice Chief Rouduoff at 
Moscow, rharging Great Britain with in¬ 
citing the revolution in Russia, the War¬ 
saw’ incident is likely to arouse an out¬ 
break in Great Britain which may again 
strain relations between the two coun¬ 
tries. Beyond the fact of the attack at 
Warsaw, lestilting in the woundiug of 
the British vice-consul, who is now in a 
hospital, the British embassy here has 
uq details of the affair. 

But Sif Charles Hardinge, the British 
ambassador, has already delivered a note 
to Foreign Minister Lamsdorff asking 
for an immediate investigation and ex¬ 
planation, reserving any claims which 
may be hereafter made, and at the same 
time asking for the protection of British 
consuls throughout the Empire. By the 
first train he also dispatched Major 
Napier, the British military attache, to 
Warsaw, to secure a full report of the 
circumstances. 

Count Lamsdorff replied to Ambassa¬ 
dor Hardinge’s second note on the sub¬ 
ject of -the Moscow placards by saying 
that instructions bad been sent to remove 
all traces of the placards from the 
street*. It was learned that similar no¬ 
tices had been posted at Lihau and 
Revnl. which led, to a renewal of rep¬ 
resentations on tlti# score. 

In this connections the appearance of 
the proclamation of the Holy Synod, in¬ 
structing tlhe Orthodox priests to inform 
their parishioners that the strike and 
revolutionary movements were promoted 
| by the external as well as internal ene¬ 
mies of Russia, with tho object of em- 
1 barrnssing the mlMtary and naval plans, 
has created something of a flurry among
